If you look before this time, they 
were unto the other people, but a con- 
remptible people, and lived ina little 
| Conntrey, one way a little more than 
£5 four{core miles; a very little Counirey 
| ir was that all the people of che Fews li- 
ved in, and very contemprible in re- 
Ipect ofthe other Nations of the World: 
Therefore it was not the praile of the | 
whole earth before. | 
\  Notpreſently after this is ſpoken, for 4 
they were to go into Captivity, and to 
be there fo long a time. | 
_ You will fay, irmay be 'tis meant a- 
bout the time when rhEy, were to return 
from Captivity. 

'. Nonotlo neither, for they were but 

very poor and contemptible in the eyes 
of the world after their Captivity ;- for 
| when they did return, it was but by 
'* jeave, and they were bur as Servints-: 
| unto 
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unto the Medes ſtill, : they were but as © - © 


ſervants unto Cyriss, and the reſtof chem. 
When they went to build the Walls of 
Jeruſalem again, they icoff at them; And 
what. doe theſe feeble Fews?* and if 4 
Fox goes but upon theiv walls, it will 
break, them down, Certainly in their re- 


 rurn from Captivity, they were-not the 


praiſe of che whole Earth, no nor in at- 
ter times; they had many interruptions. 
before they could bring any thing to any 
effect. Many Learned men compute 
that they were longer ; a building the wall 
than they were in Captivity : ; and we 
know that ic.was notlons afcer their Cap: 
tivity, that they all did lye at the mercy 


of a wicked Haman, who had gotten 


. a Decree to cut off all the people of che 


Fews, thereforethey were not in any glo- 
Jious condition, no not after their return 
from Captivity : from that rime till ths 
time that the Roz:an5 came and deſtroyed 
them,they were butin alow condicion,and 
then afcerwards they were low enough : 
lo thar ir could not be meant literally 
.of Ter uſalem, of that place, nor. of the 
.Church of the Jews ; therefore ic mult; 
;meant of the ſtate of the Church in <e 
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 blethan they ; you know what St. Paul

as the praile of the whole earth? certain- 
ly though ir were the praiſe of God, and 
God had his praiſe from his Church arall 


times ; yet now this muſt be meant of ]

mulſt- have, ſo as the whole earth muſt 
take notice of it. 

And it was not.in the time of Chriſt | 
himſelf, .Chriſt himſelf was the glory of 
God, but yet in the earth he was deſpt- 
ſed, a-man that had no form 'nor come- 
lineſs in him; in regard of outwards, they 
were then under Herod, and rejected 
Chriſt when'he came, and within a while 
afterwards by Titus YVeſpatian they were 
deſtroyed, and an unſpeakable havock 
was upon Feruſalem, and the people of 
the Zews, and ſo they have abodeto this 
day,to be asa runnagate Nation. For the 
-- Apoſtles, nothing was more contempri-

Jaith, not only of himſelf but of other 
of the Apoſtles, they were made the ve-. ' 
ry off-/cowring of the Earth, the baleſt 
things of the Earth ; even the Apoſtles 
themſelves, they were in no outward | 
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glory before the face of the world, thar® 


they cduld lee ir. 


 Andafterwards inthe Primitive times, 
you know they were under moſt dread- 
ful pet{ecations, how they were Maſla- 
cred and hackt and hew?d, and what wo- 
ful mifery they were put to: all this 
while Fernſalem was not ghe praile of the 
Earth. | 

Well, but after thoſe bloody perfeca- 
tions ended, then came Conſtantine, and 
then they had peace, and were in a more 
flouriſhing condition. 

But not then neither, for preſently 
Antichriſt began to rile 3 then, Thzs day 
is poy/on poured into the Church: Then 
they fell out one with another, by their 
contentions ; then Arr:an;{ſme begant0 
{pread all over the World ; ard withia 
a little time they were brought into: a 
great Bondage, under an Antichriſtian 
power ; and {o greatdarknels did come 
uponall the Churches. I find Mr. Bright 
man and ſome others, they begin the

everany ; yetcan we ſay now that even 
ſtrongChriſtians are like David? It we 
thould examine and {ee what David was, 
how ſhort ſhould we come ? where have 
we almoſt any that may parallel with 
| Davia ?

David ? but there is a Prophecy that 
the: feeble ſhall be like David, and the 
ſtrong ones ſhall be like the Angel of 
God. In the forty fifch Pſa/m., there the 
"Church 1s deſcribed : The Clozthins of 
the Kings Daughter is of wrowzht Gold, 
and ſhe * (ball be brought unto the King 
in Rayment of Needle-work. Which 1s 
but to fſignifie the excellent Gifrs and 
Graces of the Sarnts; that they fhall bz 
cloathed,as it were, with their Gifts, as 
Princes Daughters that have fuch Cloa- 
thing. And Revel. 22, 3, 4. there's a 
Prophecy that they ſhall continually 
ſtand before the Lord, and ſerve him 
night and day ; they hall be unweari- 
ed in the ſervice of the Lord, they ſhall 
ſerve him aizht and day. Now you are 
quickly tired A little time in the worſhip 
of God doth tire you; but there 1sa 
time coming, when the Saints ſhall be fo 
ſtrengthened with the Gifts and Graces 
of the Spirit of G od, as they ſhall be 
able to ſerve him ni, oht and day. 

The ſeventh thing that ſhall be done, 
when Jeruſalem 1h: all be railed, as the 
praiſe of the whole Earth ; it ſhall be 
the glorious prefence of Chriſt thatſhall

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be amongſt them. _ I lay, the Glorious 5h 
preſence of Chriſt ; 1 do not ſayy the Per- 


fonal preſence of Chriſt in bis Body; 


for. that would require arguing and 
mach diſpute; therefore we meddlenot 
with it ; But that there ſhall be a more 
plorious-prelence of Jelus Chriſt in his 
Churches,than yer hath been : That the 
Scripture feems to be clear enough in : 
As in the 21. Kevel, verſe 22. And [ 
ſaw no Temple therein, ( that was, in the 
New Jeruſalem :) For the Lord God Al- 
mighty, and the Lamb are the Temple of 
it :. And the City had no accd of tne Sun, 
cather of the Moon to-ſhine wa it ; for 
the Glory of God did lighten it,. and the 
Lanib is the light thereof, That is, there 
ſhould not be tuch need of help az now 
there is, either from Creatures,. or Or- 
dinances, in comp2zi'on; for the Lord 
God ihall be the light of that place, 
and the Lamb {hall be inftead of the 
Temple. In the 2 Per. 1. 19. compared 
with ihe Rev. 2. 25. There 1s very 
muCci to give lipht to this, and yet that 
wear2 not able t9 underitand throughly 
the meanins of it: !/e have alſo (taith 
be) a more fare ror 4 of P: 9 | h-t3, wheres

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unto you to well that po4 take heed, as 
nto a lik that ſhinet 

until the diy dawn, and the Day-ſtar 
ariſe in your Hearts. This more ſure 
word of de 0 he means certainly the 
Scriptares that we have, and the way of 
Gods revealing himſelf there :- You do 
well to take heed, ( faith he unto them ) 
Untill the Day dawn, and the Day-ſtar 
ariſe tm your Hearts. He ſeems to ſpeak 
here, of another manner of manife- 
Ration of light from God, that ſhall be 
beſides that fure Word of Prophecy ; 
that is, the Day- ſtar riſing 1ntheir Hearts. 
Now compare this with the 2. Revel. 
and the 28. There is promiled to ſuch 
as do overcome in Antichriſtian times, 
that at length the Lord will give unto 
them the mormnng Star. Now thele two 
'being compared together, may caule us 
thus much to 1ee, that there certainly 
{hall be ſome further Prelence of Chriſt 
amons the Saints, than in former times 
hath been : For Chri{#, he is the morn- 
ing Srar, and God will give them the 
morning itar ; thatis, he will give them 
CEriit ; the Prelence of Chriſt thall arile

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| Godly tro whom this morning' Star is 
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way than formerly ; for they were 


promiled ; bur if you comtinue 'to be 
Godly, and to overcome in the Anti- 
chrijittan time, you ſhall have this bleſ- 
ſing, you ſhall have the- morning Star :

And 
in the 102. P/2m'there's a clear Prophe- 
cy of this Eſtate of Jeruſalem, when 
the Lord ſhall make it the praile of the 
whole Earth. Tzu ſhalr ariſe, and have | 
mercy upon Zion, fer the time to favour | 
her, yea"the fect time 48s Coney Ven. 16. | 
Burin the 15, ver!. So the Heathen frail

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fear the Name of the Lord, and all the 


Kings 'of the Earth thy Glory, When 
the Lera ſhall build up Zion, be ſhall ap- 
pear in his Glory. There will be a glo- 
rious appearing, when God ſhall come 
to build up Zn, and make Feruſalem 
as the Praiſe of the whole Earth. God 
hath. appeared gloriouſly in all tis works

This I ſuppoſe you would think to be 
but a very ſtrange Doctrine; But now 
this is: ſuch a change of things as ſhall 
have New Earth, as well as New Hea- 
vens, and this is according to the pro- 
mile ; now what promiſe have we in all 
ws Book, of God that this hath reference 
ro ! 

I find all Divines referr it to the 65. 
of Iſa. For you have no other Scrip- 
ture-that you can refer this promiſe to 
inthe 17. verſ. For beheld, I create new 
Heavens and a new Earth, and the for- 
mer ſhall not be remembred nor come into 
mind. But be ye glad and rejoyce for 
ever in that which 1 create, for behold, 
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1 preate Feruſalem a 1ejaycing, ant! her 
People a Foy. -So that this Scripture in 
Peter, though in ſome es of it may 
ſeem to referr to the great day of Judge- 
ment, yet compared with 1/a.out of which 
it is taken, it appears to be but a very 
comment npon my Text : and I find ge- 
nerally, Interpreters do Interpret this of 
5 4 to be meant of the Church of God in 
this World. And ſo by comparing one 


Scripture with another, we may find.out 


much truth. And beſides, the Prophets 
did Propheſie very little about the Eter- 
nal life after the day of Jadgment, though 
ſomething there was abour it, but very 
little in compariſon, and therefore we 
have a great deal of Reaſon to think itto 
be meant concerning this time of this new 
Feruſalem, when God ſhall make it to 
be the praiſe of the whole Earth. | 
Laſtly, This ſhall add to the beauty 
of this new Ferſalem\ that Proſperity 
ſhall do it no hurt ; and therefore as I 
remember in the 4th. of rhe Revelar. 
the ſtate of the Church in this time is 
compared to an Eagle: there were four 
Bealts, the firſt like a Lyor, the ſecond 
like a Calf,, the third was Jikea __ 


a 4.4 i 
and the fourth was like a Flying- Eagle : 
Noting the four ſtates ofthe Church, and 
the laſt ſtall be as'an Eagle, that is, they 
fhall be lifred-above ail theſe oarward 
things : Arfirſt, whenrhe Charch was rai- 


ſed from perfecution in Conſt antines time, 


the: Hiſtory of thoſe rimes tells us, char 
there wasa voice heard in the Air, 70 day 
is Poyſon poured into the Church, It 
was at thatrime when Conſtantine did 
endow the Church with great Endow- 
ments; and wefind it now, that we have 
weak ſtomacks, and are not able to bear 
. much profpericy, and therefore God hath 
thought it rather fir to ' keep his Church 
low ; but when that day comes, for Fe- 
__ to be made the praiſe of the 
whole Earth, there ſhall be no fear of 
trurc from proſperity ; For Chriſt ſhall be 
all in all ro them : T here ſhall be'a more 
immediate enjoyment of God, and that 
will keep them from taking hurt by what 
they have tn the creatore. 

Now let's putall thele rogether,and ſee 


what a Slorious condition the Saints ſhall - 


be in: turely, when all cheſerhings ſhall

And 
we have {uch Parallel Scriptures for this, 
that there is nothing more evident than 
It 1s; and generally Divines agree up- 

on it. |

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Wherefore then, we leave all uncer- 
tainties, and come to ſhew you what uſe 
you are to make of what hath been ſaid 
about this time, of Feruſalems being 
_ the praiſe of the whole Earth. 

The firſt is, the cunſideration of 
this. th God hath his time to bring his 
Church to be in fuch a glorious con- 
dition here in this World, this ſhould be 
a great incitement to us all ro come in 
2:4 embrace ]elus Chriſt, ro be Godly ; 
- Why,becan'e the Lordintendsto 
Slorihe Mimtelf lo much in the Church ; 
and cough [ dare not tel] you the 
time, yer there's not! ning to the contra- 
ry but that it's poſſible ic may be in your 
dayes, thac you may live to fee theſe 
times: or if you fhould nor live, yer 
in the 12 of Daniel we read of a Retur- 
reCtion thar ſhould be at thar time ; 
However, when we do hur think that 
there is a time that Jeſus Chriſt ſhall be 
honoured in the World, and Godlineſls 
{ſhall be had in high eſteem in the World, 
it's a mighty / Urgent co cauſe man and 
woman to come 1 and | imbraceReligion, 
----- But if it ſhould prove to be in your 
days, as nothing appears to the contrary,

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bat many probabilities there are for it ; 
it would go very hard with you; if fo 
bethele times ſhould come upon you un- 
awares, and you not found to be God- 
ly : For the Scripture ſpeaks moſt dread- 
fully againſt chole that have liv'd in the 
places where Chriſtian Religion hath 
been known, and yet have been naught 
and ungodly and thele times found them 
lo : ---- After rhele times were d=f{cribed 
to Fohn in the Book of the Revelations, 
then ſaith he in the 21 Chap. 8. verſ. 
But the fearful, and Unbelievins, and the 
Abvominable, and Murderers, and Whore-

Mark, The very Fearful and On- 
believing ; and I take it,the Realon wiy 
the Fearful and Unbelievins are? here :

filrby ſti1/: If men will go on in their 
injuſtice and Filthineſs, let them po, 
faith God, I intend not now to work 
further upon them ;- bur as theſe times 
ſhall meet with them, fo it ſhail be with 
them to all Eternity. 

The nearer the approaching of theſe 
times, the lels will wicked men be 
wrought upon: Therefore now let us 
come in, and embrace the truth ; for this 
truch that is preached to -you, and the 
works of God that you are put upon, 
they wil] be honoured one day ; we 
love to be of the ſtrongeſt ſide, the fide 
that will prevail, we love to joyn unto 
it: Certainly the fide of Godlinels, 
and the truths of Chriſtianity is of the 
fide that will prevail one day, and there- 
fore come in and joyn with them: 
Though it's true, there are-many things 
now that ſeem to darken Religion, bur 
certainly Religion is getting up in the 
World ; though the Devil doth beſtir 
him as much as ever he did fince he was 
a Devil, to darken Religion, and the 
bad Glory 


af 
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Glory of it inthe World, yet certainly 
Religion 15 getting up, and tit will pre. 
vail. Take heed you be not like the 
five fooliſh Virgins, which I find divers 
do apply to this very time when the 
Bridegroom ſhall come, when Chriſt 
{ball come in his glory to fer up Feru- 
falem as the praile of the whole Earth, 
that then the wile Virgins ſhall enter 
in with him, and be partaker of the glo- 
ry of the times ; but che fooliſh Virgins 
ſhall knock ar the door, faying, Lord, 
Lord, open to us, but he fhall ſay, / know 
you not, depart, ye workers of Iniquity. 
You that make but a meer out-ſide of 
Religion ; and have but a formal pro- 
fefſton of Religion, you have Lamps 
but you haveno Oyl in your Lamps bur- 
ning, when Chriſt ſhall come, you ſhall 
be thut our, and not be Partakers of che 
Slorious Jeruſalem, that ſhall be made 
the Praiſe of the whole Earth. 

And likewiiethis 15 a great Argument 
to move you to bring up your Children 
in Godlinels, and to inſtruct them in the 
wayes of Godlinels; becaule if you 
ſhould not live to it, yet your Cnildren 
may : Therefore labour to infule what 


you can, the knowledge of Chrilt inco 
them 
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them now betimes, that ſo they may 
partake of thoſe glorious things that are 
tpoken of in the Word. 

But Secondly, Is there a time that 
Feruſalem ſhall be made as the Praiſe of 
the whole Earth ? let us be willing to 
mourn with 7eruſalem while it is ina 
mourning condition, and be willing to 
ſuffer for Jeius Chriſt a while, ſeeing 
there is a time that all ſorrows ſhall be 
turned into Joy, and all Sufterings ſhall 
be done away, and wherein the Saints 
ſhall be all honoured and recompenled 
abundantly. In the eleventh of the Re- 
velations you find, that the Witneſles 
were to propheſie in Sackcloath, in a 
mourning condition, for along time. Tt 
can't be meant of two men, becaulethey 
were to prophehie 1260 Years; bur whar 
made them go on in that mournful condi- 
tion? they did believe this time. 

Therefore in the 12. ver/e you ſhall 
find how they that had prophetied in 
Sackcloath fort{o Jong a time, they were 
ſain alittle before this time came,and for 
three years and an half rogether, there 
was a ſlaughter made of them ; and the 
Text faith, Afrer three dayes and an half, 
that is, three years and an half, the Spirir 
of 
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of life from God entred into them ;, and 
they ſtood upon their feet ; and great fear 
fell upon them which ſaw them; and 
they heard a great voice from Heaven, 
ſaying unto them, Come up hither. And 
they aſcenacd up to Heaven in a Cloud, 
and their Enemies beheld them, , They 
were mightily honoured betore their 
Enemies : Thoſe that had been prophe- 
{ying in Sackcloath, and were willing 
to ſuffer for Chriſt for a long time, now 
they were called up, and honoured be. 
fore their very Enemies. Let us be wil- 
ting to ſuffer, and that will be an evidence 
that we ſhall rejoyce with this new 7e- 
7{alem, when it ſhall come to be made 
the Praile of the whole Earth. 

So in the 66 of 7/a, v. 10. Rejoyce ye 
with Jeruſalem, and be plad with her, 
all ye ther love her, rejoyce for joy mitt 
bir, all ye that mourn for ber. All that 
mourn'd for 7erſalem when the glory 
of it was darkened, ſhall come and re- 
joyce with 7eruſalem, when Jeruſalem 
ſhall be made as the praiſe of the whole 
Earth. And the very Book of tne 
Revelations 1s written on purpoſe for t 
encourage the Saints to be willing to fut- 
fer all the time of Anti-Chriſt's Reiga, 
And 
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And henee ic hath been, that in the time 
that Antichriſt hath Reign?d, there hath 
been fo little known of the Book of the 
Revelations, becaule it hath been ap- 
plyed only in a metaphorical way, and 
all the glory hath been interpreted of the 
'| glory of Heaven : Becaule, I fay, there 
hath been a darkneſs on the face of the 
Earth in the rime of Antichriſt's - pre- 
vailing. And it hath been the care of 
Antichriſt ro darken this, and to keep 
under the Saints, and to gjake them ſuffer 
very hard and gtievous things. Bur, gs 
I remember, 1 have read of Caius the 
Emperour ; that when 47rippa had ſpo- 
ken for him before he was Emperour, 
and ſuffered for his fake; afrer Cains 
came to be Emperour, he put a Cham 
of Gold about his Neck, and gave it him, 
jaſt as heavy as his Iron Chain had been 
before. So, look what any one luffers 
for [eſus Chriſt now, before he comes 
to take this Kingdom to himſelf, before

ſtain. So that immediately before the | 


time that Chriſt ſhall come and appear 
in his Glory, there will be greater Suf- 
ferings unto his Churches than there 
were in former times ; for you find, that 
juit upon their ſlaying, that they were 
call'd up to Heaven. And the ſeventh 
Trumpet ſounded preſeatly after, aitl 


there were great voices in Heaven, ſay-
